required additional affidavits.*' 

Mr. BRANNIGAN stated some of these questions will be - 
answered by the Bureau and some will be answered by other ^ 
offices: therefore, Dallas should take no action regarding the 
questions until an alrtel sotting out specific instructions -is 
furnished by the Bureau. , ^ 

During the above call /Mr. BRANNIGAN/inquired as ^ 
the status of the inquiry concerning the history bo o)ts and j^rae 
investigation involving the_Lo^JFleld-v4cinity the-mptchase ^ 
of- ammunition. Ibis was the /request submitted by the Bi^eau on 
'^3/18/64 and then rottirned by/ the Bureau for additional >tnvestiga-^ 
tion. Mr. BRANNIGAN was advised that the investigation was \ 
completed, the letterhead memoranda being correlated, and it 
would be furnished to the Bureau during the first part of next 

week. 
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
